1. COPIES OF THE RAW REPORT ON WHICH PARAGRAPH 2 OF REFERENCE 
B WAS BASED ARE FORWARDED FOR YOUR INFORMATION. IN ADDITION TO 
THESE DATA, THE REPORT DESCRIBES THE SUB-SOURCE'S ALLEGED NEGATIVE 
REACTION TO THE FACT THAT CAMLET-1 'S MEDIUM HAD EXPLONTBYATOZQILXTPJUlJlN 
INFORMATION IN A SENSATIONAL MANNER /SEE ATTACHMENTS A AND 
B TO REFERENCE A/. 



2 . DURING OUR MEETING IN BERLIN ON 15 FEBRUARY 19&, THE CASE 
OFFICER ADVISED CAMLET- 1 THAT, WHILE THE PREVIOUS REPORT FROM THE 
SUB-SOURCE /ATTACHMENT B TO REFERENCE a/ COULD NOT BE DISMISSED 
ALTOGETHER, KUBARK ANALYSTS HAD EXPRESSED CONSIDERABLE DOUBTS ABOUT 
ITS VALIDITY. CAMLET-1 SAID THAT THIS DID NOT SURPRISE HIM IN LIGHT 
OF ITS SENSATIONAL CONTENT BUT THAT REPORTS RECEIVED FROM THIS SUB- 
SOURCE IN THE PAST HAD PROVEN REMARKABLY WELL-INFORMED, I.E., THEY 
HAD OFTEN BEEN CONFIRMED BY LATER EVENTS OR INFORMATION. CAMLET- 1 
WAS TOLD THAT THE ABSENCE OF SUB-SOURCE IDENTIFICATION AND ACCESS 
DATA MADE IT MOST DIFFICULT FOR A PROFESSIONAL INTELLIGENCE ORGANI- 
ZATION LIKE KUBARK TO ACCEPT SUCH REPORTS OR, EVEN IF ACCEPTED, TO 
EVALUATE THEM PROPERLY. CAMLET-1 SAID HE APPRECIATED THIS PROBLEM 
AND THEN RESPONDED POSITIVELY TO A REQUEST THAT RELEVANT DATA BE 
PASSED TO KUBARK IN ORDER TO ALLOW KUBARK TO CHECK ITS FILES ON THE 
SUB -SOURCE. 






3. UPON RETURN TO HIS HOTEL, THE CASE OFFICER FOUND A MESSAGE 
FROM CAMLET-1 'S SECRETARY, REQUESTING ANOTHER MEETING PRIOR TO 
LEAVING BERLIN. THIS TOOK PLACE ON 1 6 FEBRUARY 1962 IN CAMLET-1 *S 
OFFICE. HE GAVE US THE ATTACHED RAW REPORT AND SOME DATA ON THE 
SUB-SOURCE. 
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4 . THE LATTER WAS CONTAINED ON THE BOTTOM PART OF A TYPE- 
WRITTEN NOTE. THE TOP PART, APPARENTLY HAVING CITED THE NAME OF THE 
SUB-SOURCE, HAD UNFORTUNATELY BEEN TORN OFF. CAMLET-2 'S CONNECTION 
WITH THE SUB-SOURCE IS INDICATED BY AN ADDITIONAL NOTE, WHICH STATES 
THAT CAMLET -2 "IS AVAILABLE IN HIS APARTMENT IN CASE CAMLET- 1 
SHOULD WANT FURTHER INFORMATION." 

5. HEREWITH THE FULL TEXT OF THE NOTE ON THE SUB-SOURCE- 
"ARBEITSSITZ IN OSTBERLIN, AUF DER D I PLOMAT I SCHEN EBENE, NICHT 
DIREKT OSTBLOCK, SONDERN MEHR ZU DEN JUGOSLAWEN TENDIEREND. HAUPT- 
SAECHL I CH Wl RTSCHAFTSMANN. * » 

6. DURING THE CONVERSATION CITED IN PARAGRAPH 2 ABOVE, 

CAMLET- 1 - WHILE STATING HE COULD NOT BE CERTAIN /NOT HAVING CON- 
CERNED HIMSELF WITH THE PROBLEM OF LATE/ - ADVISED THAT THE 
SUB-SOURCE IS A WELL-KNOWN EAST-WEST TRADER RESIDING IN BRUSSELS. 

IN LIGHT OF CAMLET-1 <S QUALIFICATION, WE DO NOT KNOW TO WHAT EXTENT, 
IF ANY, THIS ADVICE WILL AID IN THE IDENTIFICATION OF THE SUB-SOURCE. 

7. AT OUR NEXT MEETING WITH CAMLET- 1, WE SHALL MAKE ANOTHER 
ATTEMPT TO OBTAIN FULL IDENTIFYING DATA ON THE SUB-SOURCE. 

8. BOB- IF THE FOREGOING INFORMATION SHOULD ENABLE YOU TO 
MAKE AN EDUCATED GUESS CONCERNING SUB-SOURCE'S IDENTITY, WE SHALL 
APPRECIATE YOUR EARLY ADVICE.
